GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HH^LTH  SERVIC

THE 


The  d  iff  loyalty  cf  getting  the  aged  and  infirm 
into  the  Home  for  Old  People  remains  as  acute  as 
ever.  The  problem  is  acknowledged ^  but  has  not  been 
tackled.  The  I9U8  Act  gave  the  care  of  the  aged  to 


the  County  Councils^  and  the  care  of  the  chronic 
aged  sick  to  the  Regional  Hospital  Boards.  This  dy¬ 
archy  has  not  worked,  it  never  does. 


The  care  of  both  classes  should  be  restored  to 
a  Modernised  Board  of  Guardians,  elected  locally  to 
look  after  its  own  local  old  folks,  directly  res¬ 
ponsible  to  the  Ministry. 


As  a  result  of  action  by  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
better  co-ordination  now  exists  as  regards  notifi¬ 
cation  of  Tubercular  cases,,  between  the  Chest  Hos¬ 
pitals  and  the  District  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 


All  told  the  Hospital  Services  work  w/ell. 


The  *^mbulance  Service  runs  smoothly,  though 
extra  trained  helpj  is  needed  to  supplement  the  phy¬ 
sical  pov/ers  of  the  Red  Cross  nurses  who  accomp)any 
the  Ambulances  and  stretcher*^  the  cases  when  req¬ 
uired  . 


SECTION  C.  SANITixRY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THE  AREA. 


All  the  34  villages  have  a  pix^ed  water  supply, 
which  is  examined  regularly. 

Electric  light  has  reached  18  villages. 

The  Billingboroagh  and  Horbling  Sewerage  Scheme 
is  rjrac ticai.ly  com^olete,  it  would  have  been  so  by  now 
but  for  a  Geological  fluke  whereby  the  contractors, 
desx-)ite  trial  bore  holes  at  regular  intervals,  ran 
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into  running  sand.  This  held  them  up  for  Vveeks  on  end 
and  presented  a  formidable  engineering  problem. 

The  Corby  Sewerage  Scheme  is  under  construction. 

The  Southern  Scheme,  B as ton  -  Deeping  St.  James 
is  up  for  consideration  again. 

The  R.A.F,  built  their  permanent  -station  below 
and  to  the  north  of  Towngate,  Market  Deeping  where 
the  untreated  effluent  from  the  Towngate  sewer  flow^s 
slowly  and  malodorously  along. 

Not  once  did  any  of  the  R.A.F.  Building  Engin¬ 
eers  consult  your  Officers  as  to  the  location  of  this 
sewerage  outfall,  or  of  the  possibility  of  building  a 
sewage  disxjosal  works  sufficient  to  take  their  sewage 
as  well  as  that  of  the  village. 

The  need  for  sewage  treatment  is  urgent,  xjart- 
icularly  so  in  the  Deepings. 

The  need  has  been  admitted  for  long I  In  1812  a 
scheme  was  prepared  for  Deeping  St.  James.  It  w^as  to 
cost  £6000.  The  pojpulation  then  was  as  it  is  now.  To¬ 
day  the  estimated  cost  of  the  Deegjing  St.  James  section 
together  with  that  of  less  populous  Market  Deeping  is 
£271,000. 

All  the  bigger  villages,  Morton,  Thurlby,  Rippin- 
gale  to  name  a  few,  badly  need  sewerage  schemes.  The 
advent  of  the  W.G.  has  magnified  the  need. 

As  always,  the  enemy  to  Sanitary  iumenities,  I 
would  say  Sanitary  Necessities,  is  the  xjroduct  of  the 
penny  rate. 

The  Nightsoil  Collection  Scheme  is  a  boon. 

Most  valuable  hel]p  in  selecting  safe  sites  for 
its  disposal  resulted  from  the  visit  of  the  eminent 
Geologist  Professor  Edgar  Morton. 
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Praise  should  he  given  to  the  men  Viho  operate 
this  Scheme  and  whose  work  h^^  its  very  nature  is  most 
unpleasant. 


Unofficial  refuse  dumxDS  continue.  They  are  a 
blot  on  a  lovely  countryside. 


Caravan  sites  have  been  under  surveillance. 

The  Lav/-  relating  to  them  needs  restating  in 
firm^  deary  unambiguous  language. 

SECTION  D.  HOUSING. 

The  Polkingharn  Estate  huts  are  being  dismantled 
as  the  occupants  are  rehoused. 

Only  31  of  the  original  97  families  remain. 

The  better  huts  of  the  Horbling  Camp  house  26 
families.  They  are  not  ideal  but  most  will  fulfill 
a  useful  purpose  for  many  years  and  your  Housing 
Officer  is  constantly  seeking  to  maintain  them  in 
decent  condition. 

Your  Housing  Officer  keeps  check  on  the  condit¬ 
ion  of  your  Council  houses. 

In  1952  10  private  houses  were  built  and  40 
Council  houses. 

In  a  couple  of  years  the  most  urgent  needs  will 
have  been  mety  and  the  Council  will  be  able  to  con¬ 
sider  dealing  with  the  many  dozens  of  houses  fit  only 
for>  demolition^  either  scattered  or  grouped  in  area^ 
such  as  the  Stonepit  row  in  Corby,  or  the  Prison  at 
Folkingham,  scheduled  before  the  war  for  erasure,  but 
which  the  war  prevented  being  done., 

SECTION  S.  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OP  FOOD. 

A  detailed  rejport  viill  be  found  in  your  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector’ s  report. 


Ice  cream  supplies  and  the  premises  where  they 
are  sold  are  under  close  supervision. 

Go-operation  v/ith  the  various  Authorities  res¬ 
ponsible  for  the  Milk  ^  Dairies  Act  has  improved,  but 
milk  is  food,  and  its  ultimate  control  should  be  ret¬ 
urned  to  the  Local  Authority. 

The  Government  Slaughterhouse  in  Bourne  avmits 
further  improvements.  The  whole  question  of  Slaugh¬ 
terhouses  is  under  active  consideration  by  the  Governr- 
ment.  Bourne  is  an  ideal  place  for  a  permanent  Slau¬ 
ghterhouse.  It  is  the  centre  of  a  highly  productive 
fat  stock  area  and  haS  a  big  meat  w^aste  products 
factory  near  the  Slaughterhouse. 

The  Glean  Food  Gampaign  makes  progress,  albeit 
slowly. 


What  is  the  use  of  a  notice  **Now  wash  your  hands*’ 
when  no  soap  and  no  towel  are  provided?  W-hy  spoil 
good  food’s  pleasure  by  dirty  coats  and  nails  on  the 
part  of  its  dispensers?  The  importance  attached  to 
this  Gampaign  is  not  surjprising. 


SEGTION  F.  TrlE  mEVEWriGB  AND  CONTROL  OF 

INFECTIOUS  AMD  OTHER  DISK4SE8 . 

In  1952  epidemics  of  measles  and  v/hooping  cough 
occurred,  with  226  and  111  respectively.  They  were 
mild  in  character. 

It  is  some  years  now  since  a  case  of  diphtheria 
was  notified. 

This  immunity  depends  entirely  on  the  furtherance 
of  diphtheria  immunization.  It  is  \ip  to  the  mothers. 
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ANALYSIS  OF  GASES  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  UNDER  AGS 
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TUBERCULOSIS  NEL  GASES  AND  MORTiiLITY  DURING  1952. 
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In  conclusion,  and  as  this  report  may  be  the  finsil 
one  as  far  as  your  present  Iledical  Officer  of  Health  is 
concerned,  I  would  like  to  comment  on  changes  which 
have  taken  place  in  the  46  years  since  my  predecessor, 
Dr.  John  Galletly  became  your  Medical  Officer  in  1907- 

Just  before  that,  in  I9O6,  St.  George  Mivart* 3 
rexjort  on  the  sanitary  circumstances  and  administration 
of  the  Bourne  Rural  District  v/as  published. 

It  was  a  severe  indictment. 

Here  are  some  of  the  statements. 

In  all  x}arts  of  the  district  dilax^idated,  unwhole¬ 
some  dvv'ellings  aire  a  conspicuous  feature. 

It  is  noteworthy  that  rheumatism,  often  entailing 
at  an  early  age  resort  to  outdoor  relief,  is  a  disease 
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met  with  in  all  parts  of  this  district  with  unasual 
frequency. 

At  Market  Deeping  a  j-^i^olonged  search  for  the 
night soil  cart  located  it  on  the  premises  of  a  milk 
seller.  At  this  plOiCe  five  cows  were  milked  in 
dilapidated  wooden  sheds  round  one  of  the  filthiest 
crevvyards  the  Author  had  ever  seen. 


The  Isolation  Hospital  at  Castle  Bytham  con¬ 
sisted,  at  the  time  of  the  scarlet  fever  exjidemic 
there  in  1905 ^  of  a  shed  of  planks  and  timber. 


There  ¥/as  no  road  tc  it,  no  water  supply,  no 
drainage,  no  sanitary  convenience  save  a  portable 
one  used  as  a  pail. 


The  shed  was  divided  into  three  compartments, 
one  ward  on  each  side  of  a  kitchen  in  which  v/as  the 
only  stove  in  the  building.  No  nurse  was  provided. 
During  the  epidemic,  at  one  time,  eleven  persons, 
infected  and  non-infected  were  herded  together  there

mongst  these  a  family  of  four,  of  w^hich  only  one  was 


suffering  from  scarlet  fever,  had 
Magistrate’ s  order.

have  taken  place  since  then.  Prop- 
Mivart  for  housing,  water  supplies 


and  sewerage  schemes  have  been  put  into  effect.  Hous¬ 
ing  got  started  before  the  first  war,  albeit  slovvly 
as  the  farsighted  advocacy  of  some  Councillors  to  get 
three  or  four  hundred  houses  erected  by  a  big  con-  ^ 
tractor  was  not  follovved,  some  78  three  bedroomed 
houses  were  erected  at  a  cost  of  £150  each. 


After  the  first  v»/'ar,  the  1919  Act,  produced  28 
at  a  cost  of  £900  each.  Then  building  stoi)ped.  The 
price  was  too  high  by  all  standards  at  that  time. 
After  1923,  prices  had  fallen  and  a  great  drive  comm- 
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enced  producing  285  between  1923  and  1939  at  an  average 
cost  of  £1,000.  In  addition,  a  start  was  iTiade  with 
slum  clearance.  Then  came  the  second  war,  and  after  it, 
in  spite  of  rocketing  costs  the  drive  to  produce  better 
houses  continued  and  230  had  been  built  at  an  average 
cost  of  £.1U00. 

%  t 

The  Rural  Housing  Survey,  nearly  complete, 
shows  that  682  are  in  category  5  and  I  hoTje  a  start 
can  soon  be  made  in  pulling  them  down. 

Although  in  1912  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
v/rote  in  his  annual  rexjort  that  'Hhe  water  supply  in 
several  of  the  villages,  more  es^jecially  of  Baston, 
Castle  Bytham,  Deeping  3t.  James  and  Swayfield  has  en¬ 
gaged  a  good  deal  of  your  attention,  in  the  po-st  year, 
the  i)rogress  made  has  been  lamentably  slow. 

Schemes  have  been  prex)ared,  but  in  no  single  case 
has  the  necessary  w-ork  been  begun.  Surely  is  not  too 
much  to  expect  that  in  the  cases  of  Baston,  Castle 
Bytham  and  Deex^ing  St.  James  good  suxDplies  of  pure 
water  will  be  provided  in  the  course  of  this  year. 

With  a  natural  water  supply  perhaps  unequalled  in  Eng¬ 
land,  it  seems  strange  that  we  should  still  have  to 
jjress  this  question  on  your  attention.** 

That  was  in  1912.  In  1926  your  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  was  still  x^i’^ssing  the  claims  of  the  district. 

Making  due  allowance  for  the  vvar,  x^^agress  in  the 
Xorovision  of  sufficient  wholesome  water  to  each  vill¬ 
age  v/as  distressingly  slow.  Each  village  had  to  be 
cajoled  into  spending  a  sx)ecial  rate.  \^'hen  one  vill¬ 
age  had  done  so,  it  w'as  slightly  easier,  as  this  vill¬ 
age  then  saw  no  reason  w’hy  some  other  village  should  not. 
have  to  sx:)end  m'"'»neyl 

In  the  late  tw'enties  and  early  thirties,  con¬ 
siderable  X'^i'agress  was  made  thanks  to  the  Rural  l^-ater 
Sux)iDlies  Act,  tut  the  result  v.^'as  incomx^lete,  a  series 
of  disconnected  water  supxslies. 
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It  Yv’as  not  till  after  the  second  v/ar  that  the 
present  comprehensive  and  imaginative  scheme  was 
fulfilled 5  whereby  every  one  of  the  34  villages  has 
ample  supxjlies  of  pure  vaater. 

Sewerage  Schemes  have  been  started  in  two  of 
the  five  hoped  for  areas,  but  financial  stringency 
has  ..revented  the  others,  it  has  been  a  case  of  penny 
wise  and  jpo und  foolish.  Trices  have  continued  to 
rise,  and  all  the  Schemes,  Corby,  B illingborough  cum 
Horbling,  Morton,  Thurlby,  Boston  and  the  Deepings 
could  have  been  carried  out  immediately  after  the  war 
for  half  what  they  would  cost  now. 

Terhaijs  the  shrewdest  and  most  public  spirited 
act  of  the  Council  before  the  first  war  was  to  build 
an  Isolation  Hospital.  The  four  thousand  fjounds  it 
cost  then,  would  have  cost  its  new  owners,  the  Reg¬ 
ional  Hospital  Board,  forty  thousand  rjounds  today. 

The  Nadir  of  I906  has  changed  to  a  condition 
which  entitles  the  South  Eesteven  Rural  Council  to 
rank  as  one  of  the  best  administered  and  most  pro¬ 
gressive  in  the  County. 

From  the  strictly  Bpidemiological  Aspect,  Infec¬ 
tious  Disease  has  been  mastered. 

Typhoid  Fever  is  almost  unknown;  Scarlet  Fever 
is  no-  longer  severe,  only  rarely  needing  hospital- 
i!sation.  I  quote  from  my  predecessor's  report  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health  on  Scarlet  Fever  in  19^4 
^’Scarlet  Fever  is  not  nearly  so  fatal  as  it  used  to 
be  forty  or  fifty  years  ago,** 

Dix)htheria  has  been  mastered  and  will  -“inly 
become  a  x^roblem  again  if  parents  do  not  avail  them¬ 
selves  of  immunization  for  their  children. 

Tuberculosis  is  still  with  us,  but  thanks  to  the 
revolutionary  discoveries  of  new  drugs  and  the  astoun 
ding  advances  in  surgery,  made  possible  by  the  advan- 
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ces  in  Anaesthesia^  far  fewer  die  of  it  and  more 
recover. 

A  word  of  warning  against  undue  optimism  over 
Tuberculosis  is  necessary.  The  foundations  of  health 
depend  on  good  housing,  good  food,  an3.  sound  stock, 
human  and  animal.  If  these  are  obtained  and  maintained 
the  gradual  elimination  of  Tuberculosis  can  be  re¬ 
alized. 

Erysipelas  is  but  rarely  seen  and  no  deaths  have 
occurred  from  it  for  many  years.  Against  this  fav- 
jurable  balance,  must  be  set  unconquered  Infantile 
Paralysis  and  Influenza. 

Public  Health  Medicine  is  passing  from  the  phase 
of  Samitation  to  that  of  Socialogical  and  Environ¬ 
mental  Medicine. 


The  past  half  century  has  been  an  exhilarating 
tiaie  to  live  through  from  the  Public  Health  point  of 
view.  Much  has  been  done,  much  remains  to  be  done, 
much  will  always  remain  to  be  done  as  the  target  is 
raised  generation  by  generation. 

Finally  I  would  like  to  thank  warmly  all  my  fell¬ 
ow^  officials  for  their  unfailing  kindness  and  willing 
help  in  this  past  year  as  in  all  the  others.

Eleven  Dealers’  and 
lupplementary  Licences  authorising  the  use  of  the 
Ipecial  Designations  '’Tuberculin  Tested,’’  '’Pasteurised*’ 
ind  ’’Sterilised”  v/ere  issued  or  renewed  during  the  year.

Forty- two  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  from 
i|the  premises  and  it  is  pleasing  again  to  record  that 
ijfche  improvement  noted  during  the  three  previous  years 
ihas  been  continued,  inasmuch  as  tv/enty-six  of  the 
jCorty-two  samples  were  placed  in  Provisional  Grade  1. 
j^vhich  is  satisfactory. 


The  unsatisfactory  samples  were  generally  isolated 
{cases,  probably  due  to  lack  of  adequate  sterilisation 
|of  equipment,  and  were  mostly  from  manufacturers  in 
jthe  area  of  other  Local  Authorities.  By  co-operation 
v/ith  the  Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Local  Authorities 
concerned,  repeat  samples , taken  subsequently,  were  found 
to  be  satisfactory.

No  imx3rovement  has  taken  place  yet  in  regard  to 
the  condition  of  these  premises,  which  leave  much  to 
be  desired,  and  this  matter  now  arjpears  to  be  corr¬ 
elated  with  the  question  as  to  v^hether  or  not 
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Bourne  will  be  retained  as  a  centralised  slaughtering 
point  in  future.  Bearing  this  factor  in  mind,  towards 
the  end  of  the  year,  the  two  Councils  made  joint  rep¬ 
resentations  to  the  Ministry  of  Pood  for  a  new  abatt¬ 
oir  to  be  built  at  Bourne  and  these  representations 
are  being  continued  at  the  present  time,  on  the  grounds 
that  Bourne  is  the  market  town  for  a  large  surround¬ 
ing  agricultural  area  and  that  the  present  cattle  market 
and  a  new  abattoir  should  continue  to  be  used  in  the 
future,  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  various  producers  of 
livestock  in  S'juth  Kesteven  and  the  surrounding  rural 
areas .

It  is  to  he  hoxjed  also  that  greater  financial  induc¬ 
ement  will  he  forthcoming  hy  the  introduction  of  new 
legislature  or  an  easement  in  the  Rent  Restriction 
Acts  which  will  enable  the  owners  of  the  large  number 
of  properties  let  at  3/-  per  week  or  thereabouts  to 
carry  out  major  schemes  of  reconstruction  and  improv¬ 
ement  to  raise  these  prox^erties  from  categories  3  and 
h  to  category  1* 

During  the  year,  two  houses  were  demolished,  as 
a  result  of  action  taken  under  Section  11  of  the 
Housing  ^ict,  1936,  and  undertakings  were  accexoted 
from  the  ovmers  in  the  case  of  tvvo  other  houses,  not 
to  re-let  same  for  human  habitation. 

During  the  year  also,  k  aiDi^lications  for  Im¬ 
provement  Grants  under  Section  20  of  the  Housing  Act ,5, 
1949 9  Vvere  received,  all  of  which  were  axoproved.  By 
the  end  of  the  year,  10  new/  dwelling-houses  were  er¬ 
ected  by  ijrivate  enterprise  under  licence  and  the 
Council  built  40  houses. 

5.  DRAINAGE . 

During  the  year,  good  lorogress  was  made  on  the 
Billingborough  and  Ho rb ling  Sewerage  A  Sewage  Dis- 
XDosal  Scheme  and  by  the  end  of  the  year,  all  the  new 
sewers  and  house  connections  had  been  laid  in  both 
parishes.  Good  j^rogress  was  also  made  an  the  con¬ 
struction  of  the  two  new  pumxoing  stations  and  -.n  the 
enlargement  of  the  existing  sewage  disposal  works. 

It  is  hoiDed  that  the  whole  scheme  will  be  comp)leted 
by  Sexotember,  1953,  and  thereafter  wmll  follcv/  the 
connecting  to  the  new  sewers  of  the  individual  h''use 
drainage  systems,  and  the  conversion  cf  Xjail  closets 
and  vaults  into  water  closets. 

v^^ith  regard  to  the  Corby  Scheme,  ..approval  was 
received  during  the  year  f -^r  this  to  go  forward  and 
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by  the  end  of  the  year  work  had  commenced  on  same. 

It  is  hoboed  that  this  Scheme  will  he  completed  early 
in  195U. 

During  the  year,  further  representations  were 
made  to  H.M.  G-overnment  for  an  increased  amiount  of 
financial  assistance  to  he  given  towards  the  cost  of 
the  Boston,  Langtoft  and  the  Deepings  Sewerage  Scheme. 
In  addition  to  the  urgent  need  for  this  Scheme,  on 
Public  Health  grounds,  from  the  Council’s  point  of 
view,  another  factor  was  introduced  in  that  the  Air 
Ministry  Directorate  of  horks  brought  pressure  to  bear 
upon  the  Council  to  go  forw^ard  with  the  Scheme  on 
account  of  the  nuisance  being  caused  to  the  Air  Force 
personnel  and  their  families  w^ho  took  up  residence  in 
the  ne¥Jly-bailt  houses  at  the  Tov/ngate  R.A.P.  Camp, 
by  reason  of  the  obnoxious  condition  of  the  sewer  dyke 
in  this  neighbourhood.  By  the  end  of  the  year,  negot¬ 
iations  were  in  progress  with  a  vie’w  to  the  Scheme 
being  imx^lemented ,  and  it  v/as  hoped  that,  during  1953, 
jpermission  would  be  forthcoming  for  this  to  be  done, 
with  a  greater  proportion  of  financial  assistance  to 
the  Council  from  H.M.  Treasury. 

From  the  statistics  at  the  beginning  of  this 
Report,  , it  will  be  noted  that  936  visits  were  made  in 
connection  with  drainage  matters  as  comnared  with  6l2 
visits  for  the  previous  year.  This  represents  a  large 
percentage  of  your  Public  Health  Officers’"  time  which 
was  given  to  the  ever  increasing  problems  arising  from 
foul  sewers,  sewer  dykes,  new  house  drainage  systems 
and  to  the  roding,  cleansing  and  imrjrovement  of  parish 
watercourses. 

The  number  of  Drain  Tests  on  new-  drainage  systems 
was  111  as  compared  with  80  for  the  x^^^v'ious  year. 

Imx)rovement  schemes  on  parish  watercourses  were 
carried  out  in  3  villages  during  the  year,  amounting 
in  total  length  to  118-^  chains  of  parish  dykes  clean¬ 
sed  at  a  total  cost  of  £215.  3s.  9d.  and  annual  roding 
of  other  watercourses  was  carried  out  in  5  parishes. 
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6.  GL£.;UN[3ING  3ERVIGBS. 

(a)  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal.  The  household 
refuse  collection  service  continues  to  function 
efficiently  and  economically  and  complaints  from 
the  householders  are  very  fev/. 

Every  village  in  the  District  is  visited  hy  the 
Council’s  Refuse  Freighter,  Vvuth  two  workmen  only, 
once  per  fortnight,  and  refuse  is  collected  from 
containers  placed  at  the  kerb-side  by  householders. 
Refuse  is  disiDOsed  of  by  tipping  at  refuse  pits  sit¬ 
uated  at  Billingborough,  Corby,  Swinstead  and  Deeping 
St,  James,  It  is  estimated  that  over  1,650  tons  of 
household  refuse  ¥;ere  collected  and  tirjjped  at  the 
Refuse  Tips  during  the  year. 

Consideration  has  been  given  by  the  Council,  to 
an  imxjroved  scheme  of  refuse  collection,  involving 
more  frequent  collections,  but  this  has  had  to  be 
deferred  for  two  years  on  account  of  the  Council’s 
heavy  commitments  in  other  directions,  v/ith  the  con¬ 
sequent  increase  in  the  rates. 

One  disconcert ing  feature  in  the  scheme  v/as  the 
sharp  fall,  during  the  year,  of  the  received 

from  the  sale  of  waste  pax^er,  and,  by  the  end  of  the 
year,  the  x^osition  wt.s  rax^idly  becoming  uneconomic?. 

The  Council  decided  to  carry  on  v/ith  the  collection 
of  waste  x^^per  during  1953  in  the  hox^e  that  there  will 
be  some  imxjrovement  in  the  price  received  and  to  avoid 
the  inevitable  greater  untidiness  which  will  be  caused 
at  Refuse  Tix^s  if  the  separate  waste  i^B-oer  collection 
is  discontinued.  It  would  ar^pear,  hov/ever,  that  the 
Council  will  be  ccmijelled  to  discontinue  the  separate 
collection  of  waste  paxoer  in  the  near  future  unless 
the  market  for  this  material  imx)roves.

(b)  Pail  Emptying  Scheme.  have  been  informed  by 
indivudual  Councillors  and  by  many  householders  that 
the  Pail  Emptying  Scheme  is  one  of  the  most  Vi^’elcome 
services  to  the  Ratepayers  operated  by  the  Council,^ 
and  it  is  gratifying  to  record  that  the  service  has 
been  carried  out  at  a  very  high  level  of  efficiency 
during  the  year. 

Sanitary  pails  at  dwelling-houses  in  the  District 
are  emiotied  Yi^'eekly  as  a  free  service,,  and  this  work 
is  carried  out  by  two  800  gallons  capacity  Cesspool 
Emptying  Vehicles  provided  wmth  pail  hopper  attach¬ 
ments,  each  vehicle  being  manned  with  a  team  of  three 
mien,  comprising  a  Driver/Loader  and  two  Loaders. 
Approximately  2,ll8  pails  are  emptied  weekly  and  both 
vehicles  are  engaged  practically  full-time  on  this 
work  for  five  days  each  week. 

The  nightsoil  thus  collected  is  disposed  of  by 
spreading  -iver  agricultural  land  or  by  tixjping  into 
prepared  compost  pits  provided  by  farmers  in  the 
District. 

In  addition  to.  the  weekly  pail  emr^tying  service, 
vaults,  cesspools,  septic  tanks,  etc.  at  dwelling- 
houses  and  other  ijremises  are  emptied  upon  request  in 
a  much  more  satisfact  ry  and  hygienic  manner  than  can 
be  done  by  hand  labour.  A  fixed  charge  is  made  to 
householders  desiring  this  service.  Details  of  such 
work  carried  out  during  the  year  are  as  follows: -

This  branch  of  the  v/ork,.  carried  out  upon  pay¬ 
ment,  resulted  in  an  income  of  £443*  3.  Od.  to  the 
Council  during  the  year,  an  increase  of  nearly  £100 
as  compared  v/ith  the  previous  year. 

I  vYould  like  to  record  my  personal  appreciation 
of  the  work  carried  out  by  the  workmen  engaged  on 
the  collection  of  refuse  and  nightsoil  and  to  state 
that  the  efficiency  of  both  schemes  is  due  in  no 
small  measure  to  the  way  in  which  they  have  carried 
out  their  duties. 

7.  WATER  SUPIPLISS. 


The  Council  ’  s  new  water  schemes  are  now  fully 
completed  and  the  fact  that  every  parish  has  a  piped 
vmter  supply  of  mains  water  is  of  particular  helrj 
to  your  Public  Health  Officers  when  samples  of  w^ater 
talon  from  wells  etc.  are  found  to  be  polluted.  The 
use  of  such  wells  etc.  can  now  be  discontinued  and 
the  houses  in  question  provided  with  a  xjure  and  suff¬ 
icient  supply  of  water  for  all  pur  xBases  from  the 
Council*  s  mains. 

The  villages  of  Baston,  Langtoft,  Market  beeping 
Wils thorite,  Braceborough,  Greatford,  Barholm,  Tall- 
ington  and  Rest  Deeping  are  now  suioplied  by  the  Peter 
borough  Corporation. 
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The  villages  and  hamlets  of  Horhling,  Bridge  End, 
Billinghorough,  Birthorpe,  Polkingham,  Laughton,  As~ 
lackhy,  Pointon,  Millthorpe,  Little  Dowshy,  Grahy, 
Eirkby  Jnderwood  and  Stainfield  are  supplied  from  the 
Council’ s  bore  at  Billingborough. 

The  villages  and  hamlets  of  Dowsby,  Dunsby,  Hac- 
cnby,  Morton,  Rippingale,  Thurlby,  Toft,  Lound,  Man-^ 
thcrpe,  Y/itham-on-the-Hill,  Garlby,  Gareby,  Little 
Bytham,  Greeton,  Gounthorpe,  Gastle  Bytharn,  Bwayfield, 
3w instead,  Irnham,  Hawthorpe,  Bulby,  Edenharn  and  Gorby 
are  supplied  by  the  Spalding  Urban  District  Council 
from  the  bore  at  Bourne  through  the  Lound  Pumping 
Station. 

Uffington  is  supplied  by  the  Stamford  Corporation 
and  Deeping  St.  James  has  its  own  bore. 

Twenty-eight  samples  of  v/ater  were  taken  during 
the  year  from  the  Council’ s  installations  and  from 
private  bores,  ¥;ells  etc.  Details  of  the  results 
found  upon  analysis  are  as  follow's: -

this  purpose  in  view,  they  should  take  a  suijply  from 
the  Council’s  mains.

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8.  RODENT  CONTROL. 


I  have  to  r export  that  the  work  of  rodent  des¬ 
truction  has  proceeded  smoothly  and  efficiently 
during  the  year  and  that  all  comiolaints  concerning 
infestations  hy  rats  and  mice  have  been  dealt  with 
as  they  arose.  In  addition,  the  Council's  Rodent 
Oi^erator  (Mr.  E.  'Wilson)  has  carried  out  the  Goun- 
cil’ s  obligations  uh'ler  Section  2(a)  of  the  Prevention 
of  Damage  by  Pests  ^i.ct,  19^9,  tiy  surveying  lands  and 
XDremises  throughout  the  District  to  ascertain  sources 
of  infestation. 

The  fullest  co-operation  exists  between  the 
Der^artment  and  the  Chief  Pests  Officer  to  the  Kesteven 
Agricultural  Executive  Committee  (Mr.  L*  Hewlett)  and 
by  this  co-oT)eratiQnj  it  has  not  been  found  necessary 
to  serve  any  notices  under  the  Act  during  the  year. 

Regular  attention  was  given  during  the  year  by 
the  Rodent  Oijerator^  to  the  Council^  s  Refuse  Ttx)s  and 
to  the  many  sewer  dykes  throughout  the  District  in  con¬ 
nection  v^/ith  infestations  by  rats  thereat.  In  addition 
157  private  dwelling-houses  and  10  business  premises 
were  treated ^  and,  in  consequence  ^)f  all  these  oper¬ 
ations  2405  rats  viere  found  to  have  been  killed  as 
comx^ared  with  1836  for  the  xDrevious  year. 

9 .  PETROLEUM  ACTS . 

During  the  year  216  visits  were  made  to  ijremises 
where  r)etroleum  sisirit  is  stored,  as  compared  with 
132  visits  for  the  xDrevious  year,  and  94  licences  were 
issued  by  the  Dex3artment  after  storage  conditions  had 
been  found  to  be  satisfactory  and  when  the  usual  safety 
precautions  in  regard  to  fire  had  been  complied  with. 


1 0 .  BUILDING  LICENCES . 

53  visits  w'ere  made  in  connection  with  ax^plicat- 
ions  received  for  Building  Licences  during  the  year, and 
once  again,  I  am  pleased  to  rex3ort  that  the  work  has 
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proceeded  smoothly  and  expeditiously. 

Your  Officers  have  received  again  most  valuable 
assistance,  in  adminstering  these  duties,  from  the 
Gounoil’s  Building  Licences  Suh-Gommittee  (Gouncill- 
ors  G.G.  Growson,  E.B.  Binns  and  G.H.  Taylor)  and 
the  Council’s  thanks  are  due  once  again  to  these 
members  for  the  time  and  thought  which  they  have 
given  to  this  work. 

During  the  year,  the  position  had  become  a  great 
deal  easier  in  regard  to  the  issue  of  Building  Lic¬ 
ences  for  the  erection  of  houses  by  private  enter¬ 
prise  and  28  licences  were  issued  in  this  connection 
as  compared  with  8  for  the  previous  year.

11.  BUILDING  INSPECTIONS. 


During  the  year,  the  GouncilNs  Plans  Committee 
dealt  with  an  average  of  13  plains  per  month,  and  your 
Officers  have  carried  out  655  inspections  of  building 
works  in  progress  as  compared  with  420  inspections  for 
the  previous  year,  an  increase  of  over  50f-2.  Ill  tests 
on  new  drainage  systems  were  also  carried  cut  as  com¬ 
pared  with  80  for  the  previous  year. 

12.  STAFF. 

I  v/ould  like,  once  again,  to  record  my  apiorec- 
iation  of  the  assistance  L  have  received  from  Messrs. 
J.G.  Clements  and  B.F.  Larkinson  in  connection  with 
the  technical  duties  of  the  Department,  and  from  Mrs. 
J.E.  Fisher-Smith  and  Miss.  C.  Gilbert  for  their  help 
in  connection  with  the  clerical  and  administrative 
work.  Tow’ards  the  end  of  the  year,  Mrs.  Fisher-Smith 
severed  her  seven  years  service  with  the  Council  and  I 
v/ould  like  to  pay  tribute  to  the  conscientious  and 
most  efficient  voay  in  which  she  took  charge  of  the 
clerical  side  of  the  Depart^ment. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Council 
and  other  Officers  for  the  courtesy  and  co-operation 
given  to  me  during  the  year  in  the  discharge  of  the 
many  and  varied  duties  of  the  Public  Health  Department
